Tlie 
most damage was done at Bellows 
Fulls, Vt., where the UonnecMont river 
is very narrow. An old railroad bridgi 
was swept away yesterday afternoon 
and there has been great danger of tin 
Boston uud Maine tunnel being flooded 
and rendered impassable. The miili 
are all cloeeddown. 

At Brattleboro, Vt., the river is 
higher than it has been since 1863. 

At Turner's Falls the water has over 
flowed the banks of the river to such an 
exteut that many of the mills have beeu 
compelled t<; shutdown. The cousoli 
dated railroad trucks are flooded. 

At Windsor, Vt., the water has risen 
3U feet and business is almost entirely 
susjieildcil. 

.\i Noi'tiiauipton, Mass., the river is 
three-fourths of a mile wide, and the 
water IS higher th.m it has been 111 
years. 

Over nine feet of water is going over 
the dam at llolyoke, and many milN 
have been coinptdled to shut down be 
cause of the floods. 

Near Mount Tom the water has over- 
do wid tho railroad tracks and trains are 

delayed. 

The < ity li.is not ,i.- yet been troubled 
by the liif,di w.ners bi.H Uuse vd' the high 
iHUik on this side, but across the river 
West .SpniiKlield is flooded. An oiil 
wooden bridge from Spi iii^'htdd to West 
Spriiigtield is threatened. The water 
has already risen 1 8 feet and is nearly 
up to the woodwork.
